Concerning the subsidiary metic weights furnished to the Mint Bureau (8th Feb. 1890 
File nos. 2158-2170) which were returned to this office for readjustment, I beg leave to report 
that the want of agreement between their actual and assigned values was due to an error in the 2 
decigramme weight. 

The original adjustments were all carefully made and have been verified, with that one 
exception, by re weighing. 

The error resulted from the fact that the 2 decigramme weight was not compared with the 
standard of the denomination, but with a similar piece of wire substituted in the standards box, a 
substitution of which no record has been formed, but which doubtless occurred before the change 
in the personnel which was recent caused by the resignation of the
